Office Action Summary 



Part of Paper No. 18 
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Claims 1-6 and 29-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable 
over Manning et al., U.S. pat. No. 4,916,007 in view of Takahashi et al., U.S. pat. No 
6,040,044. This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, Paper No. 4 and 8. 

Claims 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Sato 
et al., U.S. pat. No. 5,665,457 in view of Takahashi et al., U.S. pat. No. 6,040,044. This 
rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, Paper No. 4 and 8. 

Claims 16-28 and 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable 
over Manning et al., U.S. pat. No. 4,916,007 in view of Takahashi, US pat. 6,040,044 in 
further view of Skinner, U.S. pat. No. 4,087,400. This rejection is set forth in prior Office 
Action, Paper No. 8 

Applicant's arguments filed Jan 16, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that since Manning makes no mention of radiation ionizing 
curable layers, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have reason to believe that 
polyurethanes are radiation curable. One of ordinary skill in the art would certainly 
realize that polyurethanes can be cured. Most polymers are capable of radiation curing. 
Additionally, the claims only read on material which is radiation curable, not actually that 
the material is radiation cured. Therefore the rejections made previously are 
maintained. 

This is a CPA of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/508604. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had
